Documents Held Vital to 


Assassination Probe 

A former London schoolteach- 1 
er, now an aide to District At- ’ 
torney Jim Garrison, said Sat- 
urday that the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency has concealed 51 
official documents vital to an in- 
vestigation of President John F, 
Kennedy's assassination. 

Tom Beth ell, hired by Garri- 
son to check into the National 
Archives in Washington, D. C., 
said from the list of hidden in-; 
formation it is apparent that the 
CIA knew “a great deal” about 
Lee Harvey Oswald before the 
assassination. 

“There are 1,555 Commis- 
sion documents listed in the 
archives,” said Beth ell. “Of 
these, only about 1,2(10 are 
unclassified and available to 
the public.” 

Originally coming to New Or- 
leans to study jazz, Bethel! be- 
came interested in the Garri- 
son probe and asked if he could 
work for the district attorney. 
He was hired and sent to Wash- 
ington. 

ACCESS TO FILES? 

Bethell feels there are 29 
commission documents which 
should be of special interest to 
Garrison* Among the most sig- 
nificant, he said, were docu- 
ments whose titles indicated 
that the CIA had extensive in- 
formation on Oswald before the 
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assassination, that Oswald may 
have had access to secret U-2 
aircraft files, that the CIA 
knew more about Jack Ruby 
(the man who shot Oswald) 
than it revealed publicly, and 
the CIA failed to turn over some 
information to the Warren Com- 
mission. 

To support his statement that 
the CIA knew about Oswald; 
prior to the assassination, which 
occurred Nov. 22, 1963, in Dal- 
las, Tex., Bethell cited a para- 
graph from one of the unclassi- 
fied files. It was a notarized 
statement by State Department 
Officer James D. Crowley,! 
which read: 

“The first time I remem- 
ber learning of Oswald’s ex- 
istence was when I received 
copies of a telegraphic mes- ! 
sage, dated Oct. 10, 1963, 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency, which contained in- 
formation pertaining to his 
current activities,” 

Added Bethell in his memo- 
randum to Garrison: 

“The contents of this message 
apparently did not reach the 
Warren Commission because 
there are no commission docu- 
ments originating from the CIA 
dated prior to the assassination, 
so we cannot request this infor- 
mation by document number, 
but it would be interesting to 
know what the CIA knew about 
Oswald six weeks before the as- 
sassination.” 

UNAVAILABLE TO PUBLIC 

According to Bethell, some of 
the classified documents are 
labeled W S” for “secret” and 
“TS” for “Top Secret,” but he 
does not know what the differ- 
ence might be. Bethell said 
; there must be some degree of 
secrecy to all the classified 
documents since they remain 
unavailable to the public.
